The Oity of Buffalo, Visited

Calamity Only Second to That on 


the Gulf Coast, 


Property of all Kinds Damaged to an 


Enormous Extent—Scenes of Misery 


and Destitution. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., Oct. 16.—The most 


disastrous storm that Buffalo has known 
for many year's struck the city last even- 


Ing. 
The wind blew sixty-three miles 


an hour, raising the lake from six to 
twelve feet,flooding all the lower edges ol 
the city, covering the island, Tlfft farm, 
Lake road and the entire Thirteenth 
waid. Many houses were moved from 
their foundations, and at least a score ol 
dwellings demolished. Five lives are 
reported lost. The New York Central's 
belt line trestles were cut off, 
stopping 


all tiaiiis on that branch. The whole 
western and southern edge of the city 
was flooded. 
The scenes of misery and destitution 


ou the Island and along the water-front 
are beyond example. It Is estimated that 
over two hundred women and children 
are absolulely without food and shelter. 


Island beuch presents a scone of desola- 


tion and distress. Little frame houses ol 
squatters along the sea wall were washed 
over to the west shore, and the Buffalo, 
New York & Philadelphia tracks are roost 
of them In condition of kindling wood, 
and wrecks are acattered about in every 
direction, while amidst tha rulusol their 
homes, the poor people are crying ami 
wringing their hands over the loss of 
nearly every thing they hatf in the world. 


The tracks of the West Shore were 


torn 
up mid 
washed back 
in some 


places n distance of ten feet. 
The break 


In the pea-wall, which occurred about 
lourmontlis ago,was cxtnadcd about (Hty 
feet further west, and through this the 
wnvei beat with terrific foice. 
' When the waters began their work of 
dcstiuctiou on the little fiame houses, 
dnvlug the inmates Into the water, four 
biave young men secuied two skiffs and 
wont to the rescue, performing many 
deeds of valor. 
About twenty families 


owe their lives to the heroism of the 
quartet. 


On the shore road beyond Tlfft farm 


the storm wrought great destruction. 
This morning a dead body of an old man, 
John Edwards, was found swaying back 
and forth in lour feet of water, two hun- 
dred feet back from the lulte. After a 
night of terror und deluge, he had been 
swept out of his frnll house and over- 
whelmed in the storm. 


The Bunch load from the Lehigh track 


southward in the direction of Bsyview, 
was covered with a foaming sea. 
The 


water had swept buck over the meadows, 
wrecking every house within sight. 


Jacob Pietch, a toll-gate keeper on the 


roud to Bayvlew.lost two children, Anuie,

begun when the wind and surging water 
wrenched the building from Us fasten- 
ings and carried It three-quarters ol a 
mile.

took refuge in a tree near the. beach, rej 
malning there all night. Their house Is 
afloat on the meadows this morniug, a 
quarter of a mile away.

The entire design of tbe fur- 
nishings is original and there is no other 
establishment of this country or in 
EurUpe tnat can approach it in beauty 
and artistic embujliahmeut 
All pro- 


nounce the place "fine ua Bilk," and all 
unite in commending the taste displayed. 
'Ihe work was done by the JBtunewicfc, 
Balke & Oollender Company, ot Chicago, 
under the direction of the Bupenutt ud- 
ent, John Volze; the tile floor by More- 
tiouee, Wells & Co, with Uelwin Biohard- 
son aa superintendent; the decorations 
by fhillipaon Uecorator Co., of Chicago; 
the chandelier furnishing from Paccost 
& Co, Chicago, ami TbscKury 8ona'& Co., 
1'hiladdphiu, and the ont-glasBware from 
E. D. Barfholc.mejr A Co., this city, and 
hurley & Sou's, Chicago. 


A minute description of the elegant 


establishment would consume several 
columns ot space. Modern Gothic is tbe 
general stylo observed,, with here and 
theie pretty adornments suggested by 
Mr, Brenneman, who is justly proud ,of 
the gilded palace. As is well known to 
the frequenters of the "old stand" tbe 
room is large and the ceiling is lofty, af- 
fording the decorators full scope .for their 
art. The front is elaborately deoorattd 
in blue and gilt, and the window screens 
ure adorned with the heads of trottipg 
and running horse?, bordered witb opal 
und crystulized glass, with henry ootugtm 
aud beveled mirrors Patsing through the 
doors from the pavement trie visitor en- 
ters the foyer or cigar room wi h it) lile 
floor 
At the Jttt is the polibhed mahog- 


any cigar counter 16 feet in length, back 
ot which IH the rioh liquor ouse with bev- 
eled mUTOr and centrul dome of Cathe- 
dral glass, with Coriiithinn columns on 
either side. Opposite is the pietty Hrm 
iest, with pietty wall ornament. A lovely 
tuper chandelier is pendant from the ceil- 
ing. The ceiling is embellished with a 
female tigure, lite size, handsomely pan 
elud oil' with borders of ligut brown tints, 
adornments of papier maohe, The walls 
ure roughly painted in harmonizing ool 
ors, producing a tine tBVct. 


The entire furniture of the saloon is 


mahogany. Tbe first partition IB of this 
costly material, with a taste'ul combina- 
tion of ground glass, beveled mirrors and 
an elaborate arch dividing the cigar de- 
partment from the bar-room.

Backofithe 
bar is the sideboard with beveled mirrors 
GxC feet in size, with Cathedral dome, tmi 
tropical plants arranged iu profusion 
above. At the oast end of the bar is an 
improved ico cooler for wine and other 
bottled liquors. The bottlea rest upon a 
revolving rack,an invention new|iu saloon 
furniture, it holds 10U bottles. At tht 
west end o£ the bar is a refrigerator o 
similar size und style with compartments 
for beer, ale and porter. Wherever pos 
sible, heavy mirrors have been placed,auc 
they add beauty to the furniture.
